It 
IS.OE couree.saturfaetory ttthe antiquarian 
to reflect that the misfortunes of Pom- 
peii have been a great gain to modem 
knowledge. The manners of the ancient 
Romans are better known to us by what 
has been discovered here under the aihc* 
than by all the pictures or statues or 
writings existing elsewhere. The town 
has been very recently rebuilt, and the 
remains are chiefly of one period, bat 
the decorations are remarkable for their 
rarity as well as for their frohnen. In 
fact, the state of pictorial art in the first 
century would be almost unknown to us 
but for the frescoes from the House ot 
the Ttagic Poet and the beautiful wait 
paintings now in the Kiplw museum.

Opinions dilfer widely as to the time 


required to ohuiiu a useful knowledge of 
Chinese. 
Mr. Walter C. Hillier, inter- 


preter to H. B. SI legation at Pekin, and 
one of the best -speakers of Chinese 
among foreigners in China, says in a let- 
ter addressed to Mr. Knight (the fouhd- 
cr of the nexv Chair of Chinese in Har- 
vard College), in which he describes the 
best mode of studying the language, that 
a faithful student will get a fair hold of 
the language in three years' time.- Mr. 
Drew of Ningpo..in a similar 'letter ad- 
dressed to President Eliot, estimates that 
at the rate of four hours and a half a day 
the student should master Wade's collo- 
luinl course in from foruteen to eighteen 
Uuntbs. The students, of the British 
legation at Pekin are supposed, to pass 
in Wade's colloquial after a year's study; 
but they give their whole time to the 
subject. On the other hand, one of the 
subscribers to this experiment at Har- 
vard, a gentleman who , held for several 
years a consulship in China, says that he 
acquired in six months a knowledge of 
Chmese. which though very imperfect, 
was nevertheless, of ereat use to him iu 
th'e^iscSnrgeof hi» ofticiul duties.
